The enquiry has often been made 
us the last few weeks: "What 
time was the cold spell of 1894 
that killed tha peach and other 
fruit trees?' The 26th of March 
as stated iu the Signal last week ia 
the correct time. By reference to 
two communications of 0013 the 
time is given. One in the Nugget 
Of March the 30th, dated the 26th, 
in which we called upon Capt. 
Woodward to account for hia Irish 
potatoes, beans, &0; ho planted iu 
I tho dart of the moon in Feb. aud 
further say, "This morning the ice 
(is about) an inch thick, the mercu- 
down to 18 and the wind is 
blowing at the rate of 20 or 30 
hour." AIbo in the Signal 
of April G, 1894, is the other com- 
munication from us dated April 
2nd, "Damage lo Fruit Trees,'" iu 
which we say, among other things: 
"One week has passed since the 
cold Monday, March 26tb was up- 
on us— the mercury going down to 
15 degrees. To-day I made a 
itty thorough examination of the 
fruit trees aud found the peach 
trees both small and great killed 
down to the ground, with very few 
exceptions-" We also recommend- 
ed as "the proper treatment of the 
killed trees is to cut or saw them 
off near the ground," but we did 
not advise the live ones to be cut 
down; only the killed trees (<h(t& 
oyies). We stand now hy what we 
tbeu recommended. If any one cut 
down their live fruit trees or shrub- 
bery it was not our fault. Our ob- 
ject principally iu writing this 
nuta was lo cad attention to (he 
fact that it was March the 26.ll 
'04 that the heavy freeze came 
which killed so many fruit trees. 
that in April there was a 
killing frost and also a very c.ld 
:»*11 about the 3rd Sunday in May 
tbnfc destroyed the apple ciop and 
uwst oE the other sm tiler fruits. 

We wish, however, before dis- 
missing this subject to state the 
r.icl, aceoiding t'j our observation 
r.i.d enquiry, that we find most of 
the peuch trees which me jet alive 
uu the Northern and Northeastern 
slopes of hill sides. Whilst on the 
warm Southern exposed lands we 
eelv anv live utach trees.

WORLD'S PROGRESS. 

The Patent Office Shows Civiliza- 
tion's Onward Rush. 

industries That Did Not Exist 
Fifteen Years Ago. 

"Eight hero in the patent ofEoa yon 
limy watch the forward rush of civil- 
ization and realize how rapid it is," 
said Chief Examiner Greely to a writ- 
er for the Washington Star. "Prob- 
ably it has never occurred to you to 
consider how many arts and industries 
that are of importance today wero un- 
known in 1880. Their creation has 
given employment to tens of thou- 
sands of people nnd to billions of dol- 
lars of capital. If we were thrown 
back only so far as a decade and a 
half we should find ourselves deprived 
of. numerous comforts, and even neces- 
saries, as we now regard them, which 
were not obtainable at all fifteen years 
ago. 

"The sclf-binding harvester is new 
since 1880, commercially speaking. It 
renders possible the gathering of cer- 
tain cereal crops with a rapidity 
unapproachable by hand labor. Hun- 
dreds of thousands of men would be 
required to reap the harvests of tho 
great northwest without the aid of this 
machine. It has made practicable the 
raising of crops far larger than could 
bo produced and gathered otherwise. 
Incidentally food has been cheapened. 
"The typewriter was not put on the 
market until 1883. It seems wonder- 
ful that we could have got along with- 
out it- In eleven years from $25,009, 
000 to 330,000,000 worth of typwriters 
have boon sold. The machine has 
opened a new field for women's work. 
It has increased the demand for writ- 
ers of shorthand very greatly. The 
quantity of matter actually writen has 
been enormously increased by this in- 
vention. It has rendered letter writ- 
ing so easy that many people now 
maintain a large correspondence who 
would write very few letters by long- 
hand. Merchants write more than 
twice na many letters aa they used to, 
and the volume of the moils has been 
proportionately augmented. 

"Who, in 1880, had ever heard of a 
'gripman' or a 'motorrnan?' The 
cable and electric roads aro new since 
then. The cost of constructing and 
equipping them is mainly for labor, 
and in this way employment has been 
given to great numbers of men, These 
novel systems of (1'actiou have given 
work to regiments of honest fellows 
who now wear uniforms. When horse 
cars are superseded by eleetrioty or 
the cable, the number of passengers 
Carried is always greatly increased and 
more cars aro run, requiring a larger 
number of employes. The labor at 
the po«er houses is better paid than at 
the stables. 

"The last fifteen years have wit- 
nesfied the creation of the electric 
light, the electric railway, the tele- 
phone and a large variety of indus- 
tries depending upon electricity. The 
inventions on whieh they are based 
have deprived nobody of employment, 
On tho contrary, they have oponeden- 
tirely new fields and fresh demands for 
labor. Without the aid of our patent 
system which holds out to the inven- 
tor tho prospect of reward, how many 
of these new idoas, which represent 
the forward steps of civilization, would 
remain, without fruit, if not un- 
tho light of? 

"The two most important of very 
recent inventions aro the typemaking 
machine, and the cash register. Tho 
latter has already put on the market 
815,000,000 or $20,000,000 worth of 
material, the cost of which is mninly 
labor. Let me not forget to mention 
in the list of novel industries the man- 
ufacture of tho bicycle, which is new, 
commercially since 1880." 



Western Big-Game Preserves. 
Most wild animals aro much more 
local in their habits than we imagine ; 
that is, they become attached to some 
aspecial small range of country, to 
which they confine themselves at cer- 
tain seasons of the year. We see the 
same thing in our domestic stock on 
the range. A bunch of horses will 
live for months in some little set of 
ravines, feeding over tho same ground 
day in and day out, until somechaugo 
in the u-i'iillii'i' leads them to move to 
another locality. The same is true of 
raugo cattle, though they wander more 



than horses. Though all species of 
our Western wild game wholly change 
their range in spring and autumn, 
yet, after they have settled down on 
their summer or winter ranges, the 
area that they cover in their daily 
wanderings is not extensive. At cer- 
tain hours of the day they go to water ; 
at a particular time they will bo found 
lying down, usually in the same place, 
or feeding in the same neighborhood. 
Tho hunter established in one locality, 
who is fairly observant, who has time 
to familiarize himself with apartioular 
range of country and its wild inhab- 
itants, and who does not wantonly 
disturb them, will learn after a timo 
just where to look for small groups of 
the various species. On a horse ranch, 
where, in tho past, I have spent much 
time, I came to know exactly where to 
go if I wished to find two or three 
little companies of mule-deer or of 
antelope, and at last believed that I 
could recognize the different indivi- 
duals of the various groups. In tho 
same way I know certain valleys, 
plateaus, or ridges where I can be 
sure of finding a littlo bunch of moun- 
tain-sheep, known to be the same by 
the number and ages of its members. 
I have watched for several successive 
days the same family of white goats 
feeding on tho mountain-sides above 
my camps, aud can go toeertain rough 
slopes of slide rock and precipice 
where these animals are always to be 
found. That elk nnd moose have 
essentially the same habit I have no 
doubt, although I have not been ublo 
to verify my belief by observation in 
e case of these species. The caribou 
is said to bo more of a wanderer. 

In the National Park there are be- 
lieved to be now about 200 buffalo, 
15,000 to 20,000 elk, 500 antelope, and 
an unknown number of moose, deer, 
mountain-sheep, and bears. Hut there 
is no reason why there should not be 
many other such breeding- centres, 
where big game should bo preserved 
and very greatly increase. — Harpei'd 



Internationa] Signal Code. 

On July 2, 18,55, a committee was 
appointed by the British Board of 
Trade "to inquire into and report up- 
on the subject of a code of signals to 
be used at sea." In September of the 
following year this committee pre- 
sented a oode made up of eighteen 
flags and penauts representing the 
eighteen oonsonant letters of the al- 
phabet, out of which 78,642 combina- 
tions could bo made for words and 
sentences, A signal-book of combina- 
tions, with tho words, sentences, 
names ot places, and ships with theae 
combinations represented, was pre- 
pared, adopted and afterward trans- 
lated by many foreign nations. This 
code has now become established all 
over the world, and is known as the 
International Signal Code. Now when 
a ship meets another ship at sea, her 
captain looks in bis signal book for 
the combination of flags which repre- 
sents this ship's name, and hoists 
them. The captain of tho other ship 
looks at that combination in his book 
and reads opposite to it the samo 
name. Then he tells hia ships name 
in the same way. Then he may ask 
questions to tell anything by looking 
in the signal book for the sentences 
or parts of sentences ho wants, and 
hoisting tho combination of flags 
which makes them. In his own lan- 
guage, the other captain will find the 
i sentences opposite the same com- 
binations of flag letters in his own 
signal-book. — St. Nicholas.

Electricity Delivered to Families. 

Electrieity, pot up in storage bat- 
teries of nil sizes, like milk in jars, is 
to be prepared for delivery at the 
doors of consumers ill New York, just 
ne milk is now. A company lias been 
formed for the purpose, and also to 
pnsh the electric storage battery in 
goner-ulnae. Mr. Isaac L. Eicb, one 
of the officers of the new company, 
who has done a great deal to perfect 
the electriot storage battery, in a re- 
cent interview said: "There seems to 
bo a general idea that in order to have 
current an tap one must have a dyna- 
mo and e. steam engine to run it, and 
(hue incur a large expenditure at the 
start, Nothing could be more erro- 
neous. There are thousands of per- 
sons who would like to run sewing 
machines or coffee grinders by elec- 
tricity, or to burn one or two electric 
lights, but who have no use for the 
enrrent in large quantities. Theycati 
now be accommodated.

FOE FARM AND GARDEX, 

HOW MUCH DRY FODDEB, 

The quantity of dry fodder give* 
to a cow may l>e fifteen to twenty 
ponnds daily. It depends on what 
other feed is given, as if part of the 
feed is eiiBilage, or roots, or muck 
grain is given, less hay will be needed. 
But if hay and grain alone are used, 
the feed may be ten pounds of each, or 
two-thirda of hay and one-third meal, 
It is best to have tho grain ground as. 
finely as possible, and the food is best 
digested when the hay is out into chaff 
and wetted aud the meal is mixed with 
it. The food is then bettor masticat- 
ed; and this first digestive process, 
when best done, aids the other diges- 
tive organs to do their work. —New 
York Times. 

NOSTRILS OF THE HOESE. 
The large, open nostrils of the 
Arabian horse is a sign of endurance, 
as the horse cannot aerate -hie hinge 
through bis mouth like a i 
other animals. He can only breathe 
through his nose. The soft palate 
s a complete partition between 
tho mouth and throat, aud can only 
be elevated or allow tho passage of 
food or water backward by compres- 
sion such as thnt which occurs in 
swallowing. 

The parange fjfr^air through the 
mouth is entirely prevented by the 
iffc palate. By plugging a horse's 
nose he may be readily suffocated. It 
is because breathing can only be per- 
formed through tho nasal organs that 
spacious, open nostrils are considered 
not only beautiful, but necessary, for 
they allow at times ot unnaual exer- 
tion for the free passage of large vol- 
umes or air into the over-tasked lungs 
duringrespirution.— New York World.

This is easiest done by 
giving chopped cabbage, rape seed, 
mustard Beod, turnip eeod nnd green 
rape j all of which contain from two to 
twenty parts of sulphur in a thousand. 
If this is done regularly, this mis- 
chievous habit will never be con- 
tracted. 

WATERCRESS CTJLTDBB. 

The ouitivatad creases are larger find 
superior in flavor to those grown wild, 
and the marlset for the improved sort 
is good. Wherever there is a good 
swamp with a fresh water brook flow- 
ing through it on the farm, water- 
cressos should bo cultivated as a side 
crop, aud if the markets are near by 
quite a little income cau be made from 
the crop.

Cross ditches should 
intersect these parallel ones about 
every twenty feet. All of the ditches 
should start from the head of the 
brook, and the fall in them should bo 
very slight, so that tho water will flow 
away very slowly. If ono end of the 
swamp is much lower than another the 
depth of the ditchea should vaTy just 
enough so that tho water will be hept 
distribuied evenly through them,

from the ditches should bo thrown up 
to form an embankment. At the low- 
sat point a dam sliould bo constructed 
to lot off the water when needed.

First 
gently sweep the dust collected under 
the furniture, beds, etc., and when 
sweeping in the open room avoid lift- 
ing the broom hastily or high above 
the ground, which would impel the 
dust upward, but endeavor to check 
sing while gently and quickly 
rolling the mass of leaves and duat 
into one spot which can most readily 
be swept into the dustpan. 

After sweeping and allowing tho 
dust to settle, the essential work of 
dusting should be done. The window- 
cur tains, -which had been lifted up con- 
siderably from the floor while sweeping 
should now be opened, shaken, brushed 
with a proper brush and properly 
draped. Tables, sofas and chairs are 
then to be carefully dusted and ar- 
ranged. Mirrors and pictures with 
gilded frames should be dusted with a 
Bilk duster; a linen one spoils them. 
Chimney pieco ornaments mnst b« 
carefully removed, and the mantel 
piece either wiped free from dust or 
washed with soap and cold water. The 
ornaments, before being replaced must 
be carefully wiped with a fine lineq 
duster.— New York Dispatch.

Some three or four weeks ago a 
strange black negro, who claimed 
to be a preacher from Okouee coun- 
ty, Ga., put in his appearance at 
Frank Lowery'e, col., who resides 

3 and a half miles from Dahlone- 

on tho Cleveland road but runs 
a blacksmith &hop in our town. 
The civil lighter said he was a 
well digger and desired employ- 
ment. Frank had no well and he 
secured another hand and put them 
to work. The well digger was no- 
ticed by bis partner to always car- 
ry his pistol down in the well with 
him every day but he said nothing 
about it except to one or two of his 
friends. 

The so called minister was very 
attentive to religious 'services while 
at his new place of abode, never 
failing to join in with Frank in fam 
ily prayer. He would sit and talk 
at night with the religious landlord 
when he came home from town 
about what the good Lord had 
done, and during the day when nt 
work with his partner who belong- 
ed to no church, he would boast by 
saying that no two men could at" 
rest him for anything. 

About three weeks ago at the re- 
quest of Lowery he came to town 
at night and gave one of his sam- 
ple sermons at night. Notwitb. 
standing the evening was warm In 
wore an overeoat and went Up into 
the pulpit with it fastened from hot. 
torn to top. lie reared wad foam- 
ed at the mouth with drops of 
sweat falling from his forehund 
as largo as young plumbs, and 
would hasten from first one side of 
llie puipit to the other as if pi 
paring to leave a spring board iu a 
circus to jump over an elephant 
aud ten horses. After half aud 
hour or such a matter bo endod hi; 
mockery of religion and )>eyan li 
cool off'. Then he invited mourn. 
era to come forward but none ap- 
proached. This seemed to main 
him mad. Then he burs tod out in 
a loud tone aud said, "Every one 
of yon niggars is just us good for 
hell as a nickel is for a ginger 
cake." Then a hymn was wm« 
which closed the txerciscs ot the 
evening, aud the mocker of divine 
worship, who doubtless carried his 
pistol into the pulpit, returned to 
his boarding bouse in the country. 

City Marshal Anderson was no- 
tified of tho negroes strange nc- 
who began to investigate the 
matter, aud by Thursday Kith inst. 

was so thoroughly satisfied that 
the negro was a murderer, who 
is wanted in lower Georgia for tbi 
killing of a white man seme time 
ago with a single tree, for who 
■twaid of &*200 is offered, that he 
get ex sheriff Brook sher and they 
t to look after the colored 
brother. They reached the house 
about 11 o'clock and gained admit- 
tance without any suspicion by rep- 

senting themselves to be travel- 
's with a broken wagon. 

When the door opened they were 
soon at the bedside of the gsme 
they wanted and were not long in 
ascertaining that the buck not on- 
ly carried his pinto! in weils and 
churches but slept with it, for as 
soou as they approached the bed 
pok'-d bis 38 British Bull Dog 
pistol out from under the cover 
and snapped at Marshal Ander- 
but it failed lo discharge. The 
officers with drawn pistols caused 
negro to surrender, when they 
dcufftd him, brought him to 
town and soon had him safely bc- 

id the bars of tho county jail. 

While on It's way lo Dahlouegn 
stated that he was charged with 
several offences — one of them be- 
iug for rape — but since Lis impris- 
onment he deuies being guilty of 
auylhinp;. 

Marshal Anderson [has lost the 
cord he received but has written to 
bfiveial sheriffs and convict camps 
to ascertain where he is wanted. 
Up to tbi-) writing no reply has 
been received. Ho swore out a 
warrant against him last Tuesday 
fur resisting arrest, but up to tli 
time the negro has bad no hearing 
before ihe justice aud is stilt 

i'lii. 

The uegio claims that he is from 
Okoueo county and that his uai 
is Ellin Wiliiber, but papers found 
in hie clothing show that his 
is Ellis Thomas. 

Since his arrest a pair of bis slips 
have been found nt Lowery's w 
tho legs showing much blood 
them. Iu reply to tho question 
to what this blood meant, stated 
that he assisted a mail to pack 
away some salted pork aud the 
blood dripped on his slips, hut- 
pork generally ceases bleeding ; 
ter it is salted, this story wont do.

Judge Turner, tho principal 
keeper of the penitentiary, is still 
Drk upon his convict figures, 
and they are attracting more !b in 
passing attention. 

Today he has tried his band on 
the whisky question, to see from 
the statistics what effect prohibi- 
tion has upon the morals of a 
county or a eet of counties. He 
selected four prohibition counties, 
Patnam, Jasper, Jones and Wilker- 
son, and four whisky counties, Han- 
cock, Greene, Baldwin and Morgan, 
and found how many convicts were 
received from them. Going back 
for ten years he found that the 
four dry counties had sent 86 men 
to tho penitentiary, aud for the 

me period of time the four 
whisky counties had eent 128 men 
to the penitentiary. This was a 
very handsome showing for the 
cause of prohibition, but on making 
still further inquiries Judge Tur- 
ner found that it was cot as big as 
it appeared at first blush, for the 
four dry counties had a population 
of 52,011, while the four whisky 

unties had a population of 65,049.

one to every 508 iu the whisky 
counties.
